The history of the treaty was re- 
viewed in detail by the Republican 
leader, who read from the Borah 
resolution authorizing the calling of 
an armament conference, explaified 
the preliminary diplomatic steps and 
quoted finally the report of the 
American delegation explaining the 
provisions of the pact. The delega- 
tion, he said, had the best of tech- 
nical naval advice throughout its de- 
liberations.,

HERE is one point, now
